The 
waistcoat foreparts 
are arranged so that 
a similar run of 
diagonals is ob- 
tained. Top-hi^ 
aod imderiialf of 
iht sleeves have the 
same run of diago- 
nals as on the fore- 
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parts and badc» respectively. On the lapels the fiUot of the diagonals is 
oot ao steep, but a fdeasiilg syttinletry is produced. Tlie trouaera &re cut

or less continuous lines at the side-seams.

This lay is a reproduction of ihc o\ic used by Mr. Clcgg'^ tailors. It 
will be understood that vaiialions t;an be made according to taste. For 
instance, some tailors miiy think that the back vvill be bclicr if the diagonals 
run upward instead of downward from the cenire seam. The foreparts can 
be similarly reversed. Also, the facings may be taken out in ways whkh 
will produce diffeiei^ finkhecE effects. These are mattm of opimoD.
